Washington, Dec. Motor 
car factory sales to dealers in 
November clearly reflected the 
imminence of new model intro- 
ductions, according to figures re- 
leased today by the United States 
Department of Commerce. From 
sales of 138,485 in October, the 
November total dropped to 63,904 
units, exceeding the record for 
the same month of 1932 by less 
than 5,000 cars and trucks. 

It was the demand for com- |} 
mercial vehicles which kept the 
month’s record above that of last 
year, for the figures reveal that | 
passenger car sales actually were 
some 4,500 units under the 1932 
mark while truck sales increased 
from 12,025 in October, 1932, to 
19,475 this year. 

Another helpful factor was the 
startling increase in taxicab sales. 
As compared with 63 sales of such 
products in October this year, and 
239 in November of 1932, the 
market in November, 1933, ab- 
sorbed 1,611 units. 

For the 11 months’ period, ag- 
gregate sales of manufacturers to 
dealers compare 1,875,156 units 
this year to 1,263,325 during the 
same interval of 1932. Passenger 
ear sales climbed from 1,048,514 
units to 1,549,731 while trucks 
registered a gain of approximate- 
ly 35 per cent, increasing from 
213,983 last year to 322,353 in 1933

Explained 


New York, Dec. 22. “Knee-ac- 
tion wheels,” one of the most 
revolutionary 1934 developments 
in the automotive field, will vir- 
tually eliminate “shimmy” and 


add greatly to safety in motoring, | 


according to W. J. Davidson, Gen- 
eral Motors engineer who 
dressed the Metropolitan Section, 
Society of Automotive Engineers 
here tonight. 

In the type of “knee-action” 
front wheel suspension used on 
the 1934 Buick, the wheel is at- 
tached to the frame by two V- 
shaped horizontal arms. 


the frame, while the tips are 
fastened to the steering-knuckle. 

A heavy coiled spring is placed 
between the lower V-arm and the 
frame — which carried the load 
This construction replaces the 
old leaf springs and front axle. 
It relieves the spring of all work 
except carrying the load. It 
leaves the wheel free to move 
up and down, but prevents move- 
ment in any other direction. 

The upper V-shaped arm is 
connected to a  double-acting 
shock absorber mounted on top 
of the frame. Rubber bumpers 
limit and control the spring ac- 
tion. 

The springs do not require any 
lubrication and are not affected 
by dirt or water. They are less 
than half the weight of leaf 
springs formerly used and there- 
fore reduce the unsprung weight. 

The use of this new type of 
front wheel suspension made it 
necessary to completely re-design 
the frame. 


Since the frame must now carry 
loads ordinarily carried by the 
front axle, it had to be strength- 
ened and made more rigid. It 
was therefore reinforced by plac-

its Federal tax assessment over 
the catastrophic year 1933, motor- 
dom may find the amount it is 
asked to pay increased by that 
sum in 1934. 


Louder daily grow the cries of 
those who want a balanced na- 
tional budget and the brakes ap- 
plied to the upward climb of the 
national debt. No less loud, and 
more tragic in their implications, 
are the cries of those for whose 
relief the budget has been unbal- 
anced and the debt increased. 
Motordom, standing between the 
two groups, is not unlikely to 
meet the traditional fate of the 
innocent bystander. 

If this new levy is voted, it will 
mean that the average weighted 
gasoline tax throughout the coun- 
try, including the Federal assess- 
ment, will be 5.6 cents a gallon. 
On a gasoline consumption of 15,- 
000,000,000 gallons, which is not 
beyond the realm of possibility in 
event of anything like a genuine 
economic improvement, that 
would mean a total of $840,000,000 
in motor fuel taxes.

Chalfant Compliments NRA 


For Inestimable Benefits 


Washington, Dec. 22..-The NRA, 
quite abused in some quarters 
of late, received a pat on the 
back from the automobile indus- 
try this week. It came in the 
form of a bulletin addressed to 
500 parts manufacturers and 
wholesalers by E. P. Chalfant, 
executive vice-president of the 
National Standard Parts Assn. 
Depreciating recent criticism of 
the NRA, Mr. Chalfant said in 
part: 

“T say that regardless of the 
future history of the NIRA as 
such, the tremendous and _in- 
estimable amount of good which 
it already has brought about has 
made it worth a great deal more 
to us as a Nation, and particu- 
larly as an industry, than it can 
possibly cost us. 

“T refer to the new understand- 
ing prevailing among competitors 
which has become a by-product 
of the hundreds of manufactur- 
ers’ code meetings in recent 
months, and will likewise result 
from local jobber group meetings 
on the same subject. 

“Tt don’t mean to infer for a 
moment that competitors are now 
invariably ‘going around  to- 
gether.’ 

“But I do know for a fact that 
the development of personal 
acquaintanceships and of code 


teamwork between the ‘little fel- 
lows’ and the ‘big fellows’ has 
been accomplished by readjust- 
ments which have been, and will 
continue to be, favorably reflected 
in the distribution methods and 
hence in the financial statements 
of both jobbers and manufac- 
ers.” 


Indiana Filling Stations 
To Pay Chain Store Tax 


Indianapolis, Dec. 22. — Filling 
stations must pay the state “chain 
store” tax, according to a de- 
cision handed down here by the 
Indiana Supreme court. 

Filling station proprietors have 
been paying the tax under pro- 
test and the money has been held 
in a separate account pending 
outcome of the case. More than 
$500,000 has been paid by the 
petroleum companies in store li- 
cense taxes, which range from 
$3.50 for a single station to $150 
for each station in chains of 20 
or more. 

The suit was filed by the Mid- 
Western Petroleum Corp. of In- 
dianapolis with the support of 
other operators. It was charged 
that the tax was discriminatory, 
but the court ruled that “as long 
as all are treated alike” there was 
no violation of the state or 
federal constitution.

In another letter received from 
a dealer there is an inquiry as to 
how the dealers’ city is divided 
and wants to know if a certain 
territory was arbitrarily cut into 
sections according to the number 
of salesmen. I replied to the 
latter letter and said that the 
dealer first mentioned spent over 
a month studying the city’s sales 
possibilities and by means of 
registrations obtained such statis- 
tics and details. He then cut the 
map of his territory into five 
parts so that from the standpoint 
of volume of business each man 
has about the same number of 
owners whom he will contact and 
that the potential sales volume 
for all the products of the dealer 
in each zone is about the same. 
The salesman who ranked first in 
length of employment with the 
dealer was given first choice of 
territory. It is interesting to note 
that his map section is about one- 
half the size of the sections of 
any of the other four men.

To 
overcome this he has developed a 
repair shop order form in which 
such items as are called for 
oftener than others are arranged 
alphabetically.

Piling Up at Plymouth 


Detroit, Dec. 22.— Orders for 
more than $4,640,000 worth of au- 
tomobiles were received Tuesday 
by the Plymouth Motor Corp. 
the largest single day’s business 
in the entire history of the com- 
pany! 

The orders were for 1934 Plym- 
outh models. Dealers had placed 
these orders without even know- 
ing the prices of the new cars, 
which will, it has been announced, 
“be higher than the _ previous 
models.” 

This was announced Tuesday 
night by B. E. Hutchinson, chair- 
man of the board of the Plymouth 
Motor Corp., in an address to 
Plymouth’s nation-wide field or- 
ganization, gathered at a dinner 
in the Detroit Club here. 

“Tuesday was the biggest day 
for orders in the entire history 
of Plymouth,” Mr. Hutchinson 
stated. “Since the new cars were 
announced to our dealers several 
days ago, we have already re- 
ceived orders for a total of more 
than $6,198,000 worth of automo- 
biles, and when I left the factory 
this afternoon, orders were still 
pouring in.” 


At the Tuesday session, Mr. 
Hutchinson outlined the growth 
of Plymouth during the past three 
years. He stated that Plymouth 
has made great increases thus far 
this year in the low price field, 
and that sales in 1933 have been 
double last year. 


Other speakers at the session 
yesterday included J. B. Wagstaff, 
director of advertising and sales 
promotion of the Plymouth Motor 
Corp., who told the Plymouth men 
of the company’s advertising and 
promotion plans for the coming 
year; H. G. Moock, general sales 
manager of the Plymouth Motor 
Corp., who outlined the company’s 
progress during the past year and 
emphasized the large part that 
the retail salesman has played in 
Plymouth’s success; H. E. Heath, 
director of service of the Plym- 
outh Corporation, who presented 
the “inside engineering” story of 
the new Plymouth; W. W. Ro- 
maine, assistant director of adver- 
tising and sales promotion; K. G.

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Battery Code Progressing 
Despite Heavy Assaults

Twenty-six 
thousand dealers, Trimborn said 
in his presentation of the pro- 
posed agreement, have disap- 
peared from the trade in the last 
five years with a loss of employ- 
ment for 133,000 workers and 
another of $118,000,000 in capital 
investment.

N.Y. Factory Work 
Has Small Drop 


New York, Dec. 19. — Factory 
employment in New York state 
showed a decline of three per cent 
from the middle of October to the 
middle of November, according 
to a statement issued by Elmer F. 
Andrews, state industrial commis- 
sioner. Total factory payrolls 
showed a loss of 4.1 per cent dur- 
ing the same period. The State 
Labor Department’s index num- 
bers based on the three years 
1925-1927 as 100, were 67.4 for em- 
ployment and 51.9 for payrolls. 
In comparison with a year ago, 
the number of persons working in 
the state’s factories and the total 
amount of wage payments were, 





respectively, 14.6 per cent and 
27.4 per cent greater. 
The decline in employment 


which had been noted during 
October in firms making metal 
products continued in November 
with a further decrease of about 
one-half of one per cent.
